“BE IT RESOLVED’? - 

Each issue of the Congressional. Ree- 
ord shows the interest in. National leg- 
islation that exists in every part of 
the country, a8 it is expressed in reso- 
lutions and memorials that have been 
passed by all kinds of groups of people, 
from Btate legislatures to would-be pub- 
lic contractor. It is correctly sup- 
posed that all politicians “‘keep an ear 
to the ground,’’ and. is it yery certain 
that such resolutions and memorials as 
are expressive of actual public interest 
Are nlmost certain to secure the support. 


of offi. “ale both in and out of Congress,|- 


However, most all of these petitions, or 
rosdlutiona, bear upon their face their 
own betrayal, Some of them ara pure- 


tion. in. the interests of minor groups of 
People at the expense of the public as. 
whole, But the more common form, of 
resolution {3 that. which is jammed 
through some represdntutive body of 
citizens, or organization, that is indif, 
ferent regarding the subject. and is 
willing fo let.the matter pass because 
it is championed by a good speech, 
which may also have been supported by 
a favorable report rendered by a hand- 
picked committee. Tt. ig rather diffi- 
cult to point out specific instances .of 
this nature, but without any desire to 
appear critical of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, thelr sesaions 
held in Washington serve to illustrate 
tha caso with which vigorous cham- 
pions of different meagures are ablo to 
place the apparent. stamp of approval 
of two dr three thousand members back: 
of o resolution. Aa might be surmised, 
those jadies ‘fell’? for n resolution

tonal legislation haa already sought to 
protect the natural betuty of the parks 
against al} forms of spojlation and in- 
fringement, Water power development 
Js. now recognized ns boing vital to the 
pregreas and welfare of tha Nation, 
and its legitimate expansion js opposed 
by a sort of professional civie improve- 
mont propaganda operating throughout 
the country, and among thelr sugges- 
tions aro plans to extend tho boundary 
Hues of existing Nationa) parks beyond 
‘all reason or common sense, One of 
the ambitious schemes of these people 
Is to bottle up a large séction of the 
country in Idaho and to add it to the 
Yelldwatonoe Pork. It fs sald that this 
land {s capable of bringing forth an+ 
aually $10,000,000 worth of food and 
giving livelihopd to several thousand 
‘people.
